ist when she wrote: 


"For the first lime in the history of 


the world, every human being is now 
subjected to contact with dangerous 
chemicals, from the moment; of concep- 
tion until death."

But recently a team of scientists prov- 


:cd thai minute quantities of cndrin—an 
•insecticide used on farms—in the Mis- 
sissippi River was causing large fish 
;kills and had even entered the city \va- 
.ter of New Orleans, drawn from tho 
^Mississippi River. 


i 
Suddenly the federal government is 


aroused to the problem. Jt poo-pooed 
•Rachel Carson's book as an overstate- 


ment, but Tuesday an assistant secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare told a congressional 
committee: 


"We cannot proceed in the same way 


in the future as in tho past . . . As a 


. r of national prudence, every IKIS- 


sible effort should be made to control 
the use of the persistent pesticides in 
mi- <"wironnienl." 


Now the federal government is more 


seriously considering controls on the use 
of pesticides. It has been suggested that 
the jwisons might be sold on a prescrip- 
tion basis, through permits obtained 
from county farm agents or other gov- 
ernment officials. 


The problem is that normal applica- 


tion of insecticides on farms and orch- 
ards are contaminating the earth, run- 
ning into streams and rivers and having 
still unmeasured effects on animals and 
human life. 


They are not laughing- at Rachel Car- 


son any more.

The Green Thumb 
Systemic New Word In Gardening

SYSTEMIC INSECTICIDE: 


Systemic is a new word in your 
sardoning Vocabulary. A sys- 
temic insecticide is one which 
you do ndf ipply on the plant, 
but rather'in the soil. 


You apply It around your 


plants, and' the granules are 
broken up by rain or soil mois- 
ture. The chemical is picked up 
by water and carried Into (he 
plants through the roots. 


The plant's own sap system 


carries the chemical to all parts 
of the plant. When a sucking 
Insect (such as aphlds, spider 
mites, thrips, white flies and 
leafhoppers) inserts its stilletto- 
like mouthparts into any part o( 
the plant, the pest commits sui- 
cide. 


An application of a systemic 


insecticide 
g i v e s 
protection 


against sucking pests up to 6 
weeks. 


Theoretically, a systemic in- 


sctlicicic is a gardener's dream, 
No dust to drift, no spray to 
mix, no mess (o make, no mea- 


suring, no 
nozzle^ to 
clean. 


One pound of the granules will 
protect a dozen rose bushes for 
6 weeks. 


But how does it work out for 


insects other than th« sap-suck- 
ing types such 
as Japanese 


Beetles, Rose Chafer, lo name 
a couple? 


So far, it kills only the harm- 


ful sucking Insects. If a system- 
ic pesticide could he produced 
which would kill both sap-suck- 
ing and leaf-chewing insects, it 
would be a boon to gardeners. 


SHADE TOLERANT ANNU- 


ALS: Quite often home owners 
want a splash of color for shady 
spots. While the 
selection is 


limited, there are many plants 
that do well in the shade, if 
they aren't troubled with com- 
peting tree roots. 


Here are a few worth grow- 


ing 
in 
semi-shade: Alyssum, 


Balsam, Nierenibergia, Nicoti- 
ann, 
Pansy, 
Salvia,

QUESTION OF THE WEEK— 


F. F. of Tafton: "Why is it we 
can't grow a rubber 
plant? 


Years ago it was the easiest of 
nil house plants. Now, they 
seem to get brown spots along 
the 
leaves 
and 
make 
poor 


growth." 


Rubber plants (Ficus) are a 


tough, durable plant but they 
do develop a spotted condition 
which resembles scorching, 


Anthracnose 
is 
a 
disease 


which causes a tip-burn, 
the 


ends of the foliage turning at 
first a yellowish color, then 
tan, and finally dark-brown, re- 
sembling a piece of leather. 


It resembles a type of scorch- 


ing 
you set 
in 
apartment 


houses, where hot, dry air and 
poor ventilation causes leaves 
to fall. 


Slight wounds In leaves, or 


drops of water for considerable 
periods will favor Infection. 


What to do: Avoid syringing 


the foliage, since the droplets 
of water may bring on Infec- 
tion. If you want lo clean the 
leaves, use a damp cloth. Pick 
off and destroy infected leaves. 
Also, 
avoid- overwatering - or 


poor drainage. 


Sometimes this will cause the 


leaves to turn yellow and drop. 


L. R. of Bushkill: "Last year 


our Asters were doing beauti- 
fully. Suddenly one by one, the 
plants took on a yellowish-green 
color. I was told that if we 
hart treated our seed (or if we 
seedsman had) the plants would 
have been healthy. 


Please tell us how to treat 


the seed so wo won't have this 
problem again." 


Your trouble was Aster yel- 


lows, a 
virus 
disease which 


causes a sickly yellowish-green 
color, shortened growth and the 
flowers fail to open. 


It is not true that treated seed 


will prevent che problem. The 
virus is not seed-borne, and 
does not live from year to year 
in the soil. The yellows virus 
overwinters on weeds fsuch as 
sow - thistle) 
and cultivated 


plants such as daisy and Chrys- 
anthemums. 


It is transmitted from plant 


to plant by the aster leaf hop- 
per, and nearly 300 species of 
plants arc susceptible to the vi- 
rus. 


Control: Spray the plants with 


tnalathion or methoxyctilor im- 
mcdialcly .after you set them 
out. 
If you have the lime and 


inclination, use screen houses to 
keep out the insect. Use screens 
with at least 18 wires to the 
inch, or cloth with 22 threads 
per inch. Destroy all plants af- 
fected with yellows as soon as 
you see them. 


B. H. of Long Pond: "We 


planted m'-lons, .cucumber and 
squash seed in (he garden last 
year and had poor germination. 
Upon inspection it was found 
that tiie seeds were being eaten 
by maggot-like 
worms. What 


should be done this year?" 


After you sow the seed, dust 


the area with Sevin or methoxy- 
chlor, before covering with soil. 
Or, you can 
use 
chlordane. 


These will kill the root mag- 
gots before they have i chance 
to feed on the seed. 


Don't worry about the young 


plants absorbing' the chemicals 
and contaminating the fruit, 
won't. 


goniaa. torenia, colcus, Impa 
tience. These can be used with 


background of fern dug from 


the woods. 


Tree roots can be real mean 


md there's not much you can 
do to keep them back. One 
trick I've tried for small areas 
under a tree might interest you. 
T purchased an old hot water 
tank (galvanized) from a Junk 
yard. This was cut in two and 
the ends closed off. 


Coleus, impatience and petun- 


ias were planted in this metal 
container and placed under the 
tree where roots were ordinar- 
ily a problem. The plants grow 
lustily In these and you don't 
have to worry about tree roots 
competing. 


DOGS AND CATS: A reader 


writes: "To keep male dogs 
from visiting our trees I put 
one or two thin sticks by each 
bush, several inches from the 
base. These 'Sweet Pea' sticks 
always attract the dogs from 
the growing plants and so far 
it's been the best means for 
keeping 
dogs 'away.' Hasn't 


(ailed yet!" 


SNOW MOLD ON LAWNS: 


It's too early to tell just how 
much damage was caused by 
snow mold disease 
in lawns. 


It's been worse in some areas, 
and In some lawns. The odd 
part of it is that one lawn can 
be free of it while another lawn 
next door can be plastered with 
it. 


Light eases of snow mold can 


be ignored as new growth usu- 
ally comes up from below to 
take over. One way to help na- 
ture Is to feed the area to give 
the 
surviving roots 
a 
quick 


boost. Any good plant food high 
in nitrogen will help. As for 
chemicals, mercury compounds 
will bring about quick relief, 
and an antibiotic is high effec- 
tive. 


If you find that no relief fol- 


lows a week or so after treat- 
ment, 
then you 
should take 


steps lo rcsocri the 
"scalded" 


areas. To do this you take a 
bamboo rake, remove the dead 
grass, then take an iron-tooth 
rake, loosen the top Inch of 
soil, scatter on some plant food 
and grass seed. 


It 


Run over 
the seeded area 


vith a roller and you'll find that 
germination takes place much 
quicker. 


MAPLE TR^ES: Home own- 


ers who plant maples may find 
that the bark on the southwest 
side has split from the Irunk. 
This Is "southwest" injury and 
is a result of unequal tempera- 
tures during winter. It's nothing 
serious. Take a sharp kni(c and 
trim off any loose bark back lo 
live tissue. 


It'll soon heal again. If your 


napie is growing taller than 
•ou want it to, tiie lop can be 
cut back any time now. Don't 
worry about it "bleeding" sap. 
When a maple bleeds it's not 
the same ns human bleeding, 
as many think. You often see 
an "ornamental tree 
bleeding 


where a limb has broken. This 
is nothing, to worry about. 


P L A N T I N G TRUES AND 


SHRUBS: One common mislake 
wine gardcreis make is lo plant 
a tree and 
then 
hill 
soil . up 


arourjd the base. You should do I 
just the opposite — make a de- 
pression so it will catch rain 
and hose water, A mound will 
shed water and may mean the 
difference 
between 
life 
and 


death by depriving Ihe plant of 
water. 


Al.w, 
if you're planting a 


balled 
evergreen 
or 
potted 


shrub, make sure there's no air 
space between it and the earth. 
Take a shovel and gcnlly lamp 
soil around the ball of soil to 
eUwmnte air pockets. 


DO NOT disturb the burlap 


covering on the ball. The bur- 
lap soon rots and will not re- 
tard 
root 
development. Ne\l
